DUKE OF. CONNAUGHT 


The Duke of ng died sud- 
denly yesterday -at . Government 
House, Ottawa, where he was the 
guest of the Earl of Athlone, 
Governor-General of Canada, and 
Princess Alice, Countess of Athlone. 
He had been staying with them for 
several months. The Duke was aged 
28. He succeeded to the title Jast 
year on the death of his grandfather, 
the first Duke, a son of Queen Vic- 
toria. He was known previously as 
the Earl of Macduff. He did not 
succeed, however, to the style of 
“Royal Highness,’’ which expired 
with the death of his father, Prince 
Arthur of Connaught, some years 
ago. This title does not extend be- 
yond the grand-children of a British 
sovereign. The Duke was also heir 
apparent, through his mother, to the 
Dukedom of Fife. When his grand- 
father died last year at his home at 
Bagshot, Surrey, at the age of 91, 
Lord Macduff was on active service 
in the Middle East as a lieutenant 
with the Royal Scofs Greys. He was 
in a military hospital in Cairo when 
he received the news from his 
mother.—(Reuter.) . 

The news was conveyed to the 
King and Queen in the country last 
night, says the Press Association 
Court correspondent. It is wunder- 
stood to be unlikely that His Majesty 
will order Court mourning for the 

uke. The Duke was the King’s 
cousin. It had not been previously 
disclosed that he was in Canada. His 
mother, Princess Arthur of Con- 
naught, runs a London nursing 
home, The Duke was unmarried. 

Alastair Arthur Windsor, second 
Duke of Connaught, passed out at 
the Royal Military College in Sand- 
burst in 1934. His ne, oT was 
Colonel-in-Chief of the Scots Greys. 
The Duke early established a record 
for entering into public duties, 
having become at the age of 13 pre- 
sident of the Children’s Association 
of West London Hospital. He was 
chieftain of the Banff Highlanders, 
and his coming of age in 1935 was 
marked by a round of festivities at 
Mar Lodge, Braemer. He was Prince 
and Princess Arthur’s only child. 
The dukedom now becomes extinct. 
The title was created by Queen Vic- 
toria in 1874. The final decision 
regarding Court mourning will be 
made probably to-day. The Duke 
had been in Ottawa about six 
months,
